have canvassed all packing housed 
from Cardwell to Canal Point an 
have assurances from the majority 
of them that full cooperation will 
be given. 

The market will be used~as an 
auction platform for. all produce 
that the various packing houses 
have to offer for sale, to the gen- 
eral public. The auction will be 
conducted by a professional auc- 
tioneer employed by the State of 
Florida’s Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

Samples of the produce to be 
‘offered for sale will be put off in 
an assigned space at the State 
Market platform. The auction will 
be held. during the afternoon at 
such time as will not interfere 
with auctions that might be: hel 
at other platforms, especially thos? 
in South Bay and Belle Glade. 
|- The, cost for the auctioning ser- 
vice will be 1c per package. The 
fee will be collected from the par*v. 
offering the produce to'the State 
Market for sale. Ifthe item doss 
not sell there will be no charge. 
The market ‘willbe open to -any 
and all ‘persons with produce for 
sale. No packing will be done, at 
the market, it will have to be done 
at a packing house or in the field. 

It is thought that this method 
of selling will be of great con- 
venience to the buyers of produce, 
thereby causing a larger numiber of 
buyers to assemble for these’ sales. 
It will give them the chance to se2 
practically everything that is for 
sale on one platform, thereby elim- 
inating to a greater. extent chance 
for error in judging quality. It will 
also be of convenience to thy ck- 
ihg houses in that it wilt alov 
them to continue their packing op- 
erations without intgrference dur- 
ing sales, according to Mr. Kirk:

In the first “State of the State” report at the Tampa Fair, 
Governor Warren told all Floyjda what he considers to be 
the state’s No. 1 probiem: Flood control. 

The Governor said that Florida “must come up with its 
share” of the $208,000,000 plan outlined by U. S. Engineers. 


He did not just let it go with t 
practical realism: “There’s no 


hat generality but added with 
choice in the matter.” 


Given that kind of thinking, and with a receptive legisla- 
ture, Florida can begin at last to preserve its resources and 
its potentials for continued development from the ravages 


of floods—Miami Herald. 


STATE-WIDE 


TALLAHASSEE-—A return to 3 
State wide tax on real estate to 
finance flood control over the next 
ten years -will be recommended to 
the legislature by Governor Fuller 
‘Warren. In meeting with his cab- 
inet and leaders of the legislature 
and other citizens committee on 
water control, the Governor pro- 
posed that the state's thirty sevea 
million dollar share of the program 
of flood control be paid at the rate 
of two mills per year for ten years. 
Such an amendment would be sub- 
mitted as dn emergency, for publi? 
vote within ninety days after legi- 
slature action. The whole program 
of harnessing the Kissimmee river 
yalley and Lake Okeechobee to 
prevent disastrous floods over 
south Florida, will cost two hun- 
čred and nine million dollars, wita 
the bulk of it being paid by the 
federal government. The state, by 
constitutional amendment, abọlish- 
ed rea! estate taxes for state pur- 
poses in 1940. Legislative leaders, 
Meeting with the governor, ex- 
pressed the_view that if this plan 
is adopted and the people should 
reject it at the polls, the legisla- 
ture might then have to meet in 
Special. session to make some oth- 
er flood control tax. ; é 


TALLAHASSEE — The city of 
Bonifay and the Holmes County 
Commissioners and School Board 
have advised their legislators and 
Governor Warren that they advo- 

| cate. state regulation of all priv- 
) ately owned utilities a9 a means of 
reducing their rates. The resolu- 
tions recited that electric rates for 
general domestic consumers in 
Bonifay and adjoining Florida 
cities are charged approximately 
two dollars per month more for 
five hundred kilowatt ‘hours of 
electricity than residents of the 
neighboring states of Alabama and 
Georgia pay for the same amount. 
The resolution also recited that 
regularity of service to electric and 
gas cystomers also will be im- 
Proved by uniform state wide 
regulation. Florida is oné of the 
six states in the union that does 
not regulate private electric and 
gas utilities. 


“TALLAHASSEE -— Attorney 
General Richard Ervin has ruled 
that the -state health officer can 
stop the dumping of soapy water 
from a laundry, the wash water 
from automobile wash racks ‘or 
chemicals used in cleaning auto- 
mobiles within an incorporated city 

“or unincorpérated group of dwell- 
ings. In an opinion to Dr. H. A. 
Sauberli, the Leon County Health 
, Officer, Ervin said that 7 
soapy water from a laundry comes 
within the prohibition of the state 

law providing unhealthful nuis- 

ances and that the same law pro- 
hibits dumping this sort of “foul 

Water” into any developed’ section 

‘Of houses or .business establisa- 

ments outside an incorporated 

town or city. a 


TALLAHASSEE — Unless the. 
legislature changes the present law, 
teachers must- pay the fifteen dol- 
lar:bond premium required where 
they. get their July and August 

, Balaries paid in advance, according 
to Attorney: General Richard W. 
Ervin. He made this ruling in con- 

mection with a request from the

Dade county school board asking 
for authority to pay teachers for 
the summer months during the 
school year. He said that such a 
change would have to be author- 
izéd by the state board of educa- 
tibn, which so far by regulation 
has required that where teachers 
‘desire salary payments for the 
year to begin with the month of 
July, they. must furnish bond to 
insure that .they will be present in 
September to start teaching. He 
ruled that the bond premium ‘s 
not a school expense and therefore 
must be paid by the teachers. 


TALLAHASSEE — The new di- 
rector of the beverage department, 
Lewis Schott, plans to coordinate 
his ‘suggestions for changes in th2 
beverage and liquor laws witn 
those.of the beverage industry. H> 
said he has asked the leaders of 
the liquor and beer companies to 
submit proposals to him for 
changes in the law. His-intérest, ae 
said, is primarily to` protect’ the 
public but wherever possible he 
also, wants to cooperate with the 
industry which his department 
regulates, 


TALLAHASSEE—The debt that 
Florida owes for its boom time 
roads and bridges is down to onè 
hundred eighteen million \ eighty 
two thousand dollars, or less than 
one half the original principal 
and interest. The State Board of 
Administration reported that in 
another twenty five years Florida 
will have paid off the bonds issued 
for building of roads and bridges 
during the lavish days of Florida's 
boom. This debt is paid out of the 
state gasoline tax arid is handled 
entirely by this state agency. 


TALLAHASSEE — Francis C. 
Millican of Palatka has been ap- 
Pointed a special assistant at- 
torney general, one week after hi3 
grgduation from the University of 
Florida Law College. He is one of 
several law school graduates being 
taken ` under Attorney General 
Richard Ervin's wing for training 
as special assistants. The Attorney 
General said that a graduate of 
Stetson Law School will be ap- 
pointed special assistant mnéxt 
month. 


TALLAHASSEE—Raymond E. 
Barnes, chairman, of the Florida 
Industrial Commission, has endors- 
ed labor’s plan to boost maximum 
unemployment payments up to 
twenty dollars a week and to in- 
crease the number of weeks from 
sixteen to twenty. Since one of ths 
other two members of the commis- 
sion also-is a representative of or- 
ganized labor, this assures inclus- 
ion of the twenty dollar—twenty 
week plan in the commission's legi- 
slative program for this spring. 
Workers now are limited to a max- 
imum’ of fiftéen dollars per week 
for sixteen weeks of unemploy- 
ment. The commission now has re- 
serves of. seventy three- million 
dollars built up by taxes on Florida 
employers and the “proposed iti- 
crease in benefits will- hardly make 
a dent in this fund at no more than 
ore million three hundred thous- 
and dollars ‘per - year. Another 
plan, for sick benefits to those out 
of: work because of illness, may 
take a constitutional amendment

TALLAHASSEE — The first 
state department to put reward 
for ‘efficiency into its salary pro- 
gram wag given blanket approval 
by the state budget board when 
the Florida Railroad and Public 
Utilities Commission submitted its 
budget for the next two. years. 
Commissioner Richard A. Mack 
told the budget board that em- 
Ployees getting less than $5,000 a 
year will be given efficiency rat- 
ings, similar to those of industry 
and the armed forces, at the end of. 
each three years of service, and 
will be given pay increases of two 
per cent for each time a rating if 
excellent is obtained. One per cént 
increase will. be given for eacan 
year of service. Thé maximum in- 
crease in any job is thirty per 
cent, and will require eighteen 
years of excellent service to ò- 
tain.

Truck Drivers To 
Learn Safety Rules 


JACKSONVILLE: — The. State 
Department of Education in co- 
operation with the Florida Truck- 
ing Association has set up a mobile 
school so that, truck drivers can 
be given safety lessons. 

The school and its activities are 
under the direction of W. J. 
Carlson, co-ordinator of the com- 
mercial vehicle driver training 
program of the State Department 
of Education, trade and industrial 
division. k 

CarÌson says that already about 
1,100 persons have been tested 
with the result that eight to ten 
per cent have shown some physical 
defect which would affect their 
driving while two or three per cent 
should not be driving at all. Con- 
fidential reports are made to each 
company’ to avoid embarrassment 
and in many instances deficient 
drivers are transferred to ware- 
house or other duties. 

Also sponsoring the school are 
the Interstate Commerce Division, 
Florida Highway Patrol, American 
Red Cross, Florida Railroad and 
Public Utilities Commission and 
the Florida Peace Officers Associ- 
ation.
